Secret Surveys 


The geological survey of the 
Negev and the Araba was 
Started during Mandatory times 
under the direction of the Go- 
verument Geologist, Mr. 8 H

147. accompanied by a short 
explanatory booklet in which 
Mr. Shaw suggested that the 
exploitation of minerals known 
to exist was not worth while 
“under present conditions.”

nion for decades to come of 
musicians, students of cultural 
history, and intelligent, inte- 
rested laymen.

LIFE IN A SMALL TOWN

Since the name of Hayim 

Chemirinsky (R. Mordecaile) is 

practically unknown to this gen- 

eration, let us begin by urging 
the reader to use the opportun- 


ity of making an unforgettable 


acquaintance. It is almost un- 
believable that this so clearly 


pencilled off on a dying man's 
bed: it is so full of life, of hu- 
mour and of sanguine faith. 
Marvellously, R. Mordecaile 
pieces together a full pano- 
rama of Motele, the town which

and Error.” 

The beok before us was 
Written in 1918 as the result of 
an agreement with the well 
known folklorist, A. Druyanov, 
when both undertook to record 
what they knew and remem- 
bered of their home-towns. 
Only R. Mordecaile fulfilled his 
part of the bargain, completing 
it a few days before his death. 

Motele was a small town, so 
small, we learn, it had no more 
than 70 students. Its main live- 
lihood was drawn from trading 


lumber cut in the great forests 
of the marshlands round Pinsk. 
In a microcosm of Jewish life, 
the writer gives us a delightful 
combination of anecdote and 
factual description. We become 
acquainted at first with the 
town in every phase of its ac- 
tivities — the lumber trade in 
particular; then, in the second 
part, we meet the various cha- 
racters in the community, such 
as Uncle Bunim, the free- 
thinker, Grandma Rachel, the 
old conservative matriarch, 
Uncle Shmeril, the amiable 
idjer, Leib Abba, the crook, 
with his son who did him one 
better, and finally, the father 
of the author. We are given a 
complete picture of the cus- 
toms, especially of the meals 
eaten during the holidays, all 
written in a surprisingly witty 
style, rich in its use of our u- 
terary sources. 


When we are tired of roman- 
tie writing on the vanished 
Jewish world, we should take 
up this work of straight re- 
alism, fact and not fancy. It 
holds a mine of folklore and 
creates a memorial for Jewish 
life which because of its real- 
ism is more human and true 
than a dozen sentimental recol- 
lections.

Mr. Hodson has been writing 


for almost 20 years, both as a. 


reporter — his war diaries 
made him famous — and as a 
novelist, a chronicler of Lan- 
cashire in the tradition of Ben- 


nett and Priestley. His novels 


were very English, good in 
character drawing, excellent in 
background, but neither start- 
lingly original nor distinguished

Twenty medieval books known 
previously only by name have 
been discovered, it was an- 
nounced last week at the Jew- 
ish Theological Seminary, New 
York.

The discovery was made by 
Dr. Shraga Abramson, who 
came to America a year ago 
from srael.
